REPORT ON THE 


Board oi Inquiry Sends Its Conc!u= 


sions to Washington. The 


Spanish Divers' Report. 


Washington, March 17—The president 


expects the report of the court of i^fjuiry 
tomorrow or the next day. When the 
court arrived at Key West yesterday 
from Havana and reported to Admiral' 
Sicard what progress had been made, the 
admiral communicated with the secretary 
of the navy. 


It was the secretary's purpose to have a 


full synopsis of the court's conclusion put 
jn cipher and telegraphed to Washington. 
Upon consultation with the President, 
however, this plan was abandoned. Both 
the President and secretary are deter- 
mined that no efforts be spared to main- 
tain the secrecy of the court's verdict 
until they themselves give it publicity. 
Thereforo even the admirably designed 
naval cipher code could not be relied 
upon with complete satisfaction and at 
the President's instance Admiral Sicard 
was requested to place the document in 
the custody of some naval officer, accord- 
ing to the usual method and forward 
them to Washington in that manner. 


Whether this officer has started or not 


is not yet known, but if he and Admira 
Sioard have executed their orders with 
the regular naval promptness it will not be 
long before the president is placed in 
possession of such information and con- 
clusions as the court has so far reached. 


Refuse Indemnity. 


Madrid, March 17—A semi-official note 


was issued today stating that the report 
of the Spanish commission on the Maine 
is not yet known but statements of 
officers show that it was indisputably due 
to an internal explosion. 


It may be regarded as certain that 


should the American commission present 
& report declaring it due to externa1 
cause, the public here will refuse to ac- 
cept such a finding and any demand for 
indemnity based thereon will be indig- 
nantly refused by Spain. 


Another "Fake" letted 


New York, March 17.—The Journal to- 


day publishes a statement from its oor-- 
respondent at Havana who has possession 
of the letter written by TVeyler from 
Madrid to Santos Guzman at Havana, 
dated January 8, of this year. Oce para- 
graph reads, "I had Havana harbor well 
prepared for such an emergency as the 
American's sending warships, as they" are 
now pondering doing. I rapidly finished

Explosion From the Ontsiao. 


Havana, March 17.—There is no reasor 


to change the belief that the court of 
inquiry will find that the disaster was 
caused by an explosion outside the 
Maine; but its members have been ab- 
solutely discrete, while the talk of ths 
divers has been contradictory. 
From 


scores of bits of evidence that have 
come out during the three weeks ex- 
amination, it seems as sure as anything 
in this latitude can be that the plans 
tfefore the court show that the ship waa 
broken in two and the forward part 
rent asunder by an explosion from the 
outside. 
Captain Sampson Intimated 


to the correspondent that the testimony 
•was 
"gratlfyingly 
complete." 
This 


must mean that an accidental cause h£<3 
been discovered, but the indications are 
all the other way. No one believes that 
any Spanish officials or officers of rank 
will be implicated, whatever may be tha 
findings of the court.

claring that the triple alliance, as well 
as Russia and France, has notified tha 
United ^4tes that no fnterference in 
Cuba will oe permitted. Emperor Will- 
iam seems (Bsnecially relied upon to pre- 
vent intervention. Yesterday Mr. Con- 
gosto, the secretary general, was much 
exercised over a report received by tha 
government that the Prince of "Wales 
had declared that England would sup- 
port the United States and intervene 
with her fleet if necessary.

Cnnsoniiu of Bellof. 


Key West, March 17,—Naval officers 


-and others whose opinion is valuable 
firmly believe that the court of in- 
quiry has coma to the definite conclu- 
sion that the explosion was external, 
and that the court is busied over minor 
technical details. This is only an opin- 
ion, 
however, anoV of no further im- 


portance; for, wltf'the exception of ths 
members of the court, Rear Admiral 
Sicard and Commander West, no one 
here has any real cue to the final d«- 
cision. 
One of the officers of the Malna 


said to this correcpondent: 
"I believe 


the Maine waa blown up from the out- 
aide; but judging from the questions 
asked by members of the court when 
previously here, I am utterly unable to 
ascertain whether they have even count- 
enanced «uch a solution of the disaster. 
I have tainted with fellow officers and, 
basing their opinions on the character 
of the questions asked, they too were 
bound to confess that they were just as 
much in the dark." 


Bought a Stool Yorlit. 


Washington, March 17.— There IB a 


much larger stock of vessels right at 
borne available for naval use than wai 


make efficient cruisers and gunboats al- 
most equal to vessels of the unprotected 
cruiser type now in the navy. Such a 
vessel was acquired yesterday, the ne- 
gotiations being closed upon the report 
of the board of inspection of auxiliary 
cruisers now at work in New York. This 
is the steel yacht Mayflower, the prop- 
erty of the Ogden Goelet estate. • She 
is of 2400 tons displacement, 278 feet 
lonsr. "3 feet beam and 16 feet draught. 
S!- aas 600 tons coal capacity, and with 
Uvo screws is rated a 17-knot vessel. 
She is equipped with all modern ap- 
pliances, search lights, electric plant, 
distillers and evaporators. 


Unable to Explain. 


Havana, March 17.—-A. local paper, in 


its leading editorial, says it is unable to 
explain the bellicose attitude of the 
United States, and inclines to the be- 
lief that this is the fault of business syn- 
dicates, like the sug-ar trust or "due to 
some new desire to annex Cuba, which 
has changed the physiognomy of the 
American people." 
It declares that 


Spain has done nothing to' hurt the 
pride of the United States, and refers to 
the friendliness of Spain for the Amer- 
ican colonies when they were fighting 
England, and also to the "strict neutral- 
ity maintained during the civil war." 


The paper says it can only explain 


the help given the insurgents 
from 


American sources during the present 
insurrection in Cuba by "defective law, 
varying in the different states of the 
American union." 
The editorial says in 


conclusion: 
"The end of the journey 


will show which nation has the more to 
lose in a contest that may come now. 
No doubt Sp* in does not fear war. Pub- 
lic opinion, if not demanding, does not 
repel hostilities. It is believed by many 
that this is the only means of reaching 
an end of the present knotty state of 
affairs." 


Advised to Go Half Way. 


Madrid, March 17.—The Herald, in a 


very conciliatory article supposed in 
official circles to be inspired, after pooh- 
poohing the "fiction that Spain resires 
to provoke war," says: 
"If the United 


States really wishes peace and Spain is 
resolved to maintain it, let each go half 
way, and the pacification of Cuba and 
the tranquility of Europe will be ac- 
complished." 


Bellicose Editors Froth' 


Madrid, March 17.—The Courier quotes 


the following from The Military Corre- 
spondence: 
"Raising its voice, 
the 


Yankee government already speaks of 
ultimata and declarations of war. They 
judge the spirit of the Spanish people 
by the flabbiness of their rules, and in- 
sult one or the other with the insolence 
of a bully in front of a weakling In- 
capable of self-defense. 
This is a great 


mistake the North American republic 
commits. 
If our government commits 


the indignity of even considering the 
paymenf of an indemnity with which 
we are threatened; if an ultimatum be 
sent us and, is made public, then will 
come ttio explosion, and there will then 
be no war of avoiding war, for the glova 
will not be picked up by the government, 
but by the people of Spain, by the army, 
by the live forces of ihe country, by all 
who represent anything in the nation." 
"That," says The Courier, "is our opin- 
ion too; and we furthermore think thq 
live forces of the country should not go 
to sleep, for The Military Correspondency 
ia right in supposing the United States 
will send us an ultimatum; that they 
will demand an indemnity, and that tha 
government will swallow with pride and 
pay us. 
Therefore the glove -already 


lies handy for picking up." 


The Liberal calls attention to the 


alleged fact that very neaily the whole 
European press has taken the side oi 
Spain "in the disputes pending between 
it and the United States." 
The moral 


support thus given will, it thinks, have 
its effect on Washington and will "re- 
frain it from giving effect to the extreme 
measures urged upon it by a small and 
unscrupulous section of the American 
people, but should we be mistaken; we 
shall face with firmness and serenity 
whatever 
situation may arise, not 


through any provocation of ours, but 
through the intemperance of others. 
Universal opinion recognizes cur doing 
our duty anS of arriving against every- 
thing and every one at the noble end 
we have set ourselves." 


loan Easily Bailed. 


Madrid, March 17.—The financial press 


comments upon the facility with which 
Spain has supported the heavy burdens 
incurred on account of the insurrection 
in Cuba aad in the Philippine islands, 
and points out that, although Mr. Sa- 
gasta has been premier the cost of the 
wars has exceeded 300,000,000 pestas, 
the note circulation of the bank of Spain 
has only increased from 1,174,926,306 to 
1,259,639,650 pestas. Thereupon the press 
asserts that no one doubts that if a 
fresh loan is required it could be rais»a 
as easily as was the case wi'th the loan 
raised a yeat ago.

Waiters Prefer It to Higher Wages With 


Elements of Chance Omitted. 


An up town caterer, when speaking of 


the tipping evil the other day; said that ho 
would like to abolish it in his place, but 
that this couldn't be done. 


"I give my waiters $25 a month and 


their board," he continued. "If I were to 
offer them $60 with tipping prohibited, 
they would one and all go away. Yet I 
doubt whether they average §1 a day, 
which is less than the difference in tips. 
My place is a modest one, you know, and 
few tips are higher tban 10 cents. Many 
of my customers, too, are women, who 
seldom tip at all. 


"In my opinion the attraction in tipping 


to a waiter—that is, the reason ho prefers 
it to higher, wages with it prohibited—is 
the element of chance. He'd rather have 
$1 a day and the possibility of making $2 
or $3 more in tips than a certain ?2, not 
so much because of the additional gain in- 
volved as because of tho uncertainty. 
It 


has the zest of gambling. Ho counts each 
dime he gets during tho day, and when 
tho aggregate reaches the higher figure just 
named, if not tho lower, lie feels all the 
triumph of a gambler who has broken the 
bank. 
Take away tipping, and you re- 


move this stimulus which hns added inter- 
est fco his day's work and deprive him of 
what has made his toil a comparative 
pleasure. Even when he gets less than the 
sum I think my waiters average, SI, ho 
feels like the gambler who considered that 
next to tho pleasure of winning was that 
of losing,—Now York Sun.

Steps a Young Profession*! Man Unit Take 


to Enter EiUwr Berurtoe—System of Pro- 
motioas—Salaries Allowed—Retirement 
on Three-quarter* Pay at Sixty-four. 


NEW YOEK, March 17.—[Special. ]•— 


there will be a demand for more surgeons 
In tho army and navy and also in govern- 
ment hospitals if war actually comes to 
pass, and the training received by tho men 
who take advantage of the demand will be 
the best in the world. 


Some of the most eminent men in med- 


ical and surgical practice today If Id the 
foundations of their subsequent usefulness 
while attending to the care of sick and 
wounded soldiers and sailors during tbc 
civil war. Dr. S. "Weir Mitchell, now fa- 
mpus because of his literary productions 
as well as his skill with nervous diseases, 
is one of those, and so is Dr. George F. 
Shrady, editor of The Medical Record and 
onu of the attending physicians during 
General Grant's last illness. 


Bow to Become an Army Surgeon. 
It is a comparatively simple matter to 


get into either the army or navy as a sur- 
geon when men of the profession are in 
demand. 


Political influence is necessary to the 


youngster who would enter the Naval 
academy at lAnnapolis or the military 
school at Wesf Point; but, providing these 
are vacancies, to enter either service as 
surgeon it is only necessary to give evi- 
dence of graduation from some first olass 
medical school in the shape of a diploma 
and pass the physical and mental exami- 
nations prescribed by the department. 
Those esaininatkms are in effect competi- 
tive when there are more applications than 
vacancies, but on more than one occasion 
within the last 20 years there have been 
fewer applications than places, and some 
four or five years ago there were several. 
Commissions are given at once to those 
who pass, and • pay begins on the date of 
the commission. 


It must not be understood from what is 


stated above the* any one who can show a 
sheepskin entitling him to practice as a 
physician and surgeon can get a job tak- 
ing care of Uncle Sam's fighting men; 
such is far from being the case. In the 
first place, to get into tho army the ap- 
plicant must not be younger than S3 or 
older than 28. The limiting ages in the 
navy are 21 and 96. The physical exami- 
nations are of the most rigid character, 
since a man of inferior bodily make up or 
who is predisposed to any form of disease 
would manifestly be unfit for the surgeon's 
post in either service. The mental exami- 
nations take in several subjects not in- 
cluded in the curriculum of cny' rseuiool 
school, it being necessary for tho success- 
ful applicant for a surgeon's place in the 
army, for example, to be well up in bot- 
any and geology and to have a fair knowl- 
edge of history. He mast also be able to 
show a clean moral record and that he la a 
pretty well informed man on general 
topics. This latter is especially true of the 
applicant for a place in the navy, since in 
time of peace he is likely to spend part of 
each year ^n ^foreign ports and should be 
able to make a good impression, while in 
time of war no end of responsibility is like- 
ly to devolve upon him. 


A Naval Surgeon'* 1At*. 


Having received his commission, the 


newly appointed naval surgeon is ordered 
to a receiving ship, such as the Vermont, 
which is stationed at the Brooklyn navy 
yard. At the end of a half year's experience 
there he is gent on a two years' cruise. 
Three years after the beginning of hia 
service he is examined for promotion to 
, the rank of passed assistant surgeon, tak- 
ing bis place after passing at the bottom 
of the list. As promotions occur his name 
gradually rises till the top Is reached, and 
then as soon as there is a vacancy he is 
made a full fledged naval surgeon. The 
grade above surgeon is that of medical in- 
spector. The man who hat reached that 
rank occupies a very dignified position in- 
deed, being generally stationed on a flag- 
ship with two assistants and with mighty 
little work to do personally. Medical di- 
rectors are above medical inspectors. Di- 
rectors are generally superintendents of 
hospitals, and their duties are generally 
light. 
They are not expected to go to sea 


and are well supplied with assistants. 


The pay of the naval doctor is $1,700 at 


first, increasing to $4,300 at the last. At 
04 retirement comes, with pay for the re- 
mainder of life at two-thirds the highest 
sum received during active service. All 
things considered, the career of a medical 
man in the navy is fairly desirable in time 
of peace, for while it at no time carries 
with it high compensation the pay is suf- 
ficient, the assured social position is good, 
and pay continues at a fair rate till death. 
In timo of war conditions are different, 
the post then being by no means devoid of 
danger, since while the doctor is expected 
to care for those who fight rather than 
'fight for himself he is in almost as great 
peril as any one on board when action 
comes. In caso of explosion or destruction 
of the vessel from any cause his chances 
are of course exactly level with everybody's. 


A Surgeon's Career In the Army. 


The young man who succeeds in bis de- 


sire to become a surgeon in the army is 
first commissioned as an assistant surgeon 
with tho relative rank of first lieutenant. 
After that he is schooled for five months 
•at the medical museum in Washington, 
army officers of high rank and civilian 
professors of bacteriology and other sub- 
jects acting as instructors. Then be is as- 
signed to duty at some military post. 
Some years ago the assistant surgeons al- 
most always began active service in tho 
west among the Indians, but frontier ex- 
perience is now much less common, as the 
frontier itself has almost disappeared. 


The pay of the army surgeon begins at 


$1,600. 
After five years his relative rank 


is raised to that of captain and his pay to 
$2,000. Five years later hs gets $9,400 a 
year and nftijj five yer.rs more $2,600. He 
is later lifted to the relative rank of ma- 
jor, with a salary of $3,250, and after SO 
years of active service his stipend is $3,- 
500. 
If t'sTire are enough deaths abqvo 


him, 
he becomes in time deputy surgeon 


general, ranking as lieutenant colonel, and 
he may become assistant surgeon general, 
with the rank of colonel, while cf course 
one lucky chap in a generation rises to be 
surgeon general. At 61 retirement on 
three-quarters pay, with nothing to do, is 
Bis lot. 


Besides hia salary, which is smaller then 


the naval surgeon's, thesurgoon in the ar- 
my is provided with a home for himself 
and family by the government, his horses 
are fed at public expense, he receives mile- 
age when obliged to travel, and there are 
some other perquisites.

WOES OF A CHAPERON 


THERE IS A LOT OF BOTHER IN CAR- 


ING FOR RICH MAIDS ABROAD. 


One Madcap Who Flirted Outraeeously and 


Finally Harried a Penniless Frlnce—But 
It Isn't Always Disagreeable, and the Fay 
Is Frequently Very Good. 


To take a party of girls abroad for the 


gurnmer may seem a simple thing, but any 
one who has tried it will swear that sim- 
plicity isn't the striking faature*bf the ex- j 
perienoe.

GOLD IS 
AGAIN. 


It is exceedingly fortunate that the 


present war scare did not occur before the 
American people 
decided in favor of 


maintaining the gold standard. Notwith- 
standing the present danger of the coun- 
try's becoming Involved in an expensive 
foreign war, notwithstanding the possi- 
bility of th» government's being obliged 
to retort to heavy bond ISSINS in the near 
future to m««t the expenses of a conflict 
with Spain; in spite of the depressing 
effect which all this uncertainty must 
exerotae npon the market*, thera is a con- 
stant flaw of gold from Europe into this 
country, and from the customs receipts 
into the national treasury. 


For the last half month gold importa- 


tions have averaged over $1,000,000 a day 
and the continued shipment of the yellow 
metal to this country is producing uneasi- 
ness in London and Paris. The gold re- 
serve in the treasury now exceeds $170,~ 
000,000, a gain of over $7,000,000 since Jan- 
nary. 


This is not all. Gold is beginning to be 


uedfrselyiB easiness transactions. Be- 
fcrs tt"* panic of 1893 a large percentage 
of the customs duties were paid ia gold 
certificates. 
"When the panic came this 


use of gold stopped. Even a year ago not 
a dollar in gold was taken in customs pay- 
ment for the months of January, Febru- 
ary and March. 
Daring January and 


February of 1888 over 6 per cent of the 
customs payment* are reported to have 
been in gold coin. 


But one conclusion is to be drawn from 


this: The financial world has confidence 
In our ability and purpose to pay our ob- 
ligations in the best money in the world- 
This confidence in American financial in- 
tegrity, together with the balances due 
this country for the excess of exports over 
imports, must account for the steady in- 
flow and increasing use of gold in the 
United States.

WASHINGTON, March 17.—[Special.]—In 


tomplUnce with tho requests of many 
readers I state tbo difference between a 
recognition of belligerency and a recogni- 
tion of independence. The difference is a 
wide ouo, and President MoKinlay must 
have had it in mind when in his messaga 
to congress last December he announced 
his opposition to tbe former in tbe case of 
Cuba and the possibility of a resort to the 
latter at some' future time. Recognition 
of belligerency is merely official declara- 
tion that a state of war exists. It does not 
materially change the relations of tbe hos- 
tile parties ono to the other or their rela- 
tions to neutral nations. It is a mere of- 
ficial acceptance and promulgation of a 
fact. If we wero to recognize the existence 
of a state of war in Cuba, we would still 
remain neutral. Such promulgation would 
in one way, chiefly sentimental, aid the 
insurgents. It would give them a status 
which they had not hitherto enjoyed and 
might aid them in borrowing money and 
in the purchase of supplies on credit. 


Effect of Recognition of Belligerency. 
But this advantage would be moral 


rathor than practical. At the present time 
it is not contrary to law for citizens of the 
United States to soil munitions of war to 
the Cuban insurgents. It is not unlawful 
to forward such supplies to Cuba unless 
the expedition carrying them is armed. A 
murchant ship carrying a cargo of guns 
and cartridges for Cuba is free from seiz- 
ure or even search as long as she is upon 
the high seas. Tbe ships of Spain cannot 
touch her or her cargo. But the moment 
she comes within three iciles of the coast 
of Cuba, within the jurisdiction of Spain, 
she loses the rights which she enjoyed on 
the high seas and is subject to Spanish 
law and procedure. There and thera only 
may she be seized, her goods confiscated 
and her orew punished for violation of 
Spanish law. 


It is in this very particular that tbe chief 


effect of an official recognition of belliger- 
ency would be felt. 
The moment a state 


of war In <5uba was declared by the United 
States tbe naval vessels of Spain would 
have the right to search our ships any- 
where outside our own jurisdiction, or 
three miles from our coasts. Anywhere 
upon the high seas they found a ship car- 
rying contraband of war they could seize 
her. For this reason the people who hava 
been clamoring for recognition of Cuban 
belligerency as an aid to tbe insurgents 
have not acted wisely. Tbe moral advan- 
tage, as I have pointed out, would be with 
the insurgents, but the practical advan- 
tage would be on the side of Spain. In a 
nutshell, itiwou3d then be easier for the 
Cubans to get money with which to buy 
munitions of war, but it would be easier 
for Spain to capture those supplies before 
they could be placed in the hands of the 
insurgent troops. 


I am asked why, then, the Cuban lead- 


ers have favored recognition of-belligerenoy 
by this government? The answer is a sim- 
ple one. Notwithstanding its practical 
disadvantages to them they have favored it 
because it would increase the probability 
of war between Spain and the United 
States through exercise of the right of 
eoaroh and seizure upon the high seas by 
Spanish naval vessels. The'insurgent lead- 
ers in this country do not dony that this 
is so, and they cannot be blamed for it. 
But President McKinley has assumed that 
if war is to come between the United States 
and Spain it should not come through | 
accident or blunder or collision, but de- ' 
liberately in a contest over great principles. 


Recognition of Independence. 


Becognition of independence is a wholly 


different thing. It elevates tho party rec- 
ognized to membership of the family of na- 
tions. It gives them tbo right to send out 
and to receive diplomatic representatives. 
It would give the Cuban insurgent govern- 
ment power to borrow money, to fit out 
ships, to blockade ports, to carry on all the 
functions of a real and recognized govern- 
ment. Thereafter the United States gov- 
ernment would not recognize Spanish au- 
thority in Cuba, but Cuban authority, not 
Sagasta and Blanco, but Masso and Gomez. 
Any one can see what tbo effect of this I 
would be. Considering the intimate com-* 
mercial and political relations which CubaW 
has with this country ono of two things 
would inevitably follow. 
Spain would be 


virtually compelled to abdicate authority 
in Havana aiid in the island, leaving the 
United States to treat with tbe insurgents 
as tho defacto government, or she would 
have to put a stop to our negotiations with 
the insurgents by making war upon us. 


It is true that our attitude would be 


that of a neutral after recognition of inde- 
pendence. We could transact business 
with General Blanco in Havana as tho 
military chieftain having temporary'con- 
trol of that port. But it would have to be 
business pertaining simply to tbe territory 
under his control, and not to tho island of 
Cuba as a whole; for we should have al- 
ready declared the government of Cuba to 
be che government of Masso and Gomez. 
For tbe same reason we should have no 
further business at Madrid, so far as Cuba 
is concerned. General \Voodford's busi- 
ness at that capital would be wholly as to 
questions in the peninsula itself, or Puerto 
BIoo, or tbe Philippines. For negotia- 
tions as to Cuba, except in a purely local 
sense, we should have to go to Cubitas, or 
wherever the capital of the insurgents 
happens to be. 


Naturally snch a state of affairs would 


lead to almost hopoless confusion. 
It 


would be a M.ute of affairs intolerable to 
Spain. There could be but two ways out 
of it, and theae would be cither Spanish 
abdication of authority in the island or 
war. Probably Spain would choose the 
latter. She would bo forccid to it. But it 
is President McKinloy's firm intention to 
BO conduct matters that if war comes it 
will be of Spain's making and not ours.

Homes at Moderate Cost. 


In building small and inexpensive 


houses simplicity in the arrangement of 
the rooms and in the exterior appearance 
must be tbe guide. Bich ornaments and 
details are of necessity proLibited and 
would be out of place if used. A good 
designer must possess the faculty of being 
able to conceive the proper thing and to 
put it in its appropriate place. This qual- 
ification may really be termed "common 
sc-nse." 
Architects are prone to use. too 


much ornament, while a builder's designs 
ii ually exhibit a lack of proportion and a 
barrenness of details and ornament, 
\\ hich illustrate the intensely practical 
side of it with a strict view to economy. 
A happy medium between these two ex- 
tremes gives the best results. 


For a compact arrangement the hand- 


some little house here shown cannot be 
beaten. The perspective view and floor 
plans convey the general features of the 
design so fulllv that but little need be said 
hyway of explanation or comment as to 
the exterior appearance or the size and 
arrangement of the rooms. The frame of 
the building is of pine, covered with lap 
sheathing' and paper and finished wita 
pine siding. 


It will be observed that all of tbe rooms 


sre cf fair size, both above and below, 
and that direct access is had to all the 
chambers from the stairway and hall. 
Tbe materials used in the construction 
are of the best throughout. 
AVe enter 


trom the front through a porch and vesti- 
bule into either the sitting- room or 


parlor. To the raar of the parlor, and 
connected with the sitting room by wide 
sliding door is the dining room. 
The 


passage from the dining room to the 
kitchen is through the pantry. T he pan- 
try is not large but is well equipp ed with 
pastry table, floor bins and lar ge cup- 
board 
wita pot closet 
below. 
The 
kitchen is also small but whea consider- 
ing the fact that there is a nice large din- 
ing room and a good pantry in which to 
do tbe culinary work the srnal 1 size of 
the room is but little objection »» it be- 
comes but a cooking room. 
However, 


the room could be extended tw o or three 
feet back at but slight additional cost. 
The stairs to the cellar lead down from 
the kitchen and under the mai n stairs to 
the second story.

Selling; Goldfishes. 


In B store where home aquarium supplies 


are sold there are, besides the usual varied 
assortment of glass globes,, a number of 
larger tanks of various shapes and sizes in 
tvhioh stock is kept for sale. The tanks 
themselves are, of course, sold if there is a 
demand for them. 


iying across the corner of tbe largest of 


these tanks is a little net. the hoop no 
more than 6 or 6 inches in diameter and 
tbe handle about a foot long. 
This is to 


scoop up the goldfishes when they are sold. 
When a new outfit is sold complete, the 
fishes are delivered in the globe or tank. 
It often happens, however, that the person 
already owning a globe wants to replace 
flsh that have been lost or to add to his 
sfcook, and he goes to the store where such 
things are sold and buys onaor more gold- 
fishes, just as he would buy any merchan- 
dise, except that instead of sitting down 
at a counter to make his selections he 
bends over a tank Md indicates among 
the fishes swimming about the ones he 
wants. As he makes his selections tbe 
dealer scoops them out with tbe little net, 
and as likely as not the purchaser carries 
the flsh he has bought—a single fish or half 
a dozen, or whatever tbe number may be 
—right away with him in a tin pail. 


Little goldfish of the commoner kinds 


can be bought for a few cents apiece. 
Some of the rarer varieties cost dollars.-.-

LEAPED TO DKATH. 


Wont Fire la Chicago T«iter<Iay 8ine« 


th« War«houM Holocauit, 


Chicago, March 17.—The worst flre that 


has occurred in Chicago since th« cold 
storage •warehouse holocaust at the 
world'nf Ur in 1W3 broke out in the build- 
Ing at the corner of Wabaah avenue and 
Jackson boulevard yesterday. The list 
of d«ad runs from five to 16, and may ex- 
ceed that figure. The injured number 
ber about 30. Thirty-five minutes after 
the fire broke out, the floors had all 
fallen, and a moment later the rear wall 
fell. 
The firemen working there were 


varned bareiy in time to escape being 
crushed. 


The origin of the flre is unknown. By 


some it said to have been caused by an 
explosion of collodion in the wallpaper 
warerooms of Alfred Peate on the third 
floor, and by others to have been the re- 
sult of an explosion among some photo- 
graphic chemicaJs in the supply house 
of Sweet, Wallach & Co. on the sixth 
floor. 
Employes of both concerns deny 


that there was any explosion in their 
vicinity. 
The weight of evidence seema 


to be, however, that the explosion waa 
in the lower part of the building, for the 
flames shot up the light shaft at once. 


In less than 10 minutes after the ex- 


plosion that started the fire all escape 
fcr the inmates by the statra and ele- 
vators was cut off. There remained 
only the windows and the single es- 
cape, an iron structure not over IS Inches 
from side to side. 
This was speedily 


covered with a string of people, some 
on'one side, some on the other. 
Many 


of those who could not reach the fire- 
escape made their way to the front 
windows, and it was out of these that 
three men named Clark, Smith and Binz 
hurled themselves to death. 


Edward Binz fell a victim to his desire 


to save others and to protect his books 
from harm. 
Upon hearing the alarm, 


he ran to the rear of the store to warn 
the employes to run for their lives. He 
then ruhhed back to his desk, gathered 
bis books and jammed them into the 
vault. 
Then he started for the stair- 


way, but the flames were ahead of him 
and he turned back. 
^There was noth- 


ing butppie window, and to this he went. 
He clambered upon the sill and stood 
there in view of the crowd below. Clark 
and Smith had already bedaubed the 
pavement with their lifeblood, and the 
crowd knew there was no more chance 
for Binz than for them. They watched 
him In silent horror as he stood delib- 
erating. 
The building was a roaring 


rhass of flames and Binz's face and 
bands were badly burned 
before he 


Jumped. 
He pondered the matter but 


a few seconds. 
Then his form shot 


downward through a cloud of flames and 
Bmoke and in the drawing of a breath 
ho was as lifeless as the stones over 
which his lileblood and brains were 
Bpattered.

TOLD BY~fHti giJTCUS MAN. 


The Big Glrnflte's Usefulness In Carrying a 


Torch For the Calliope Flayer. 


"In all night parades," said the old 


circus man, "we used to have a big 18 
foot giraffe carry a torch, and there wasn't 
anything in the whole procession that at- 
tracted more attention. We had a torch 
made specially for him, with an extra long 
handle wrth a grip piece abcrat midway of 
its length, which the giraffe held in his 
mouth. Tbe handle rose six or eight feet 
above the giraffe's head, so that he carried 
the big torch about 25 feet abovo tha 
ground. The lower end of the handle was 
steadied by means of a strap made fast to 
It and buckled around the giraffe's neok. 


"\Ve bad at that time a steam calliope, 


one of the first ever carried in a circus. 1 
don't know but what it was the very first, 
and we used to have the giraffe, carrying 
the torch, march beside the calliope. 
You've seen men and boys marching 
alongside the band at night carrying 
torches for the muscians to gee their notes 
by? Well, we had the giraffe march, bealdo 
the calliope to light the music for the cal- 
liope playor. In order to make the calliope 
outfit fit the giraffe we had a wagon built 
with a broad wheel base, so that we could 
safely.1 carry the platform that the calliope 
Buood on up high, but it looked as though 
wo had the giraffe carry the torch for tho 
player because that was tho only way we 
conld got the light up to him. 


"You know, the calliope in those days 


need to get the people tremendous. Tho 
calliope itself was a great ckrd, but when

Anxious to learn whether London cab- 


tnen were as cultured, a representative of 
The Hail quastioned a few of them. 


One cabby smiled when he read the 


news of his Paris confrere and chuckled 
when be came to the words "prices dou- 
bled." "That would be a good thing," he 
said, "but It wouldn't be allowed, here. 
Oh, yes, I know some chaps that can speak 
French and German and Italian, too, that 
hasn't always been cabmen, you know. 
Some of them have some fun -understand- 
ing things they're not meant to when peo- 
ple inside think they're quits safe in talk- 
ing Frenoe." 
"But wouldn't it pay them to put a no- 


tice on their cabs thattbey speak French?" 


"No, 1 don't think so. People that are 


any class bare an interpreter, or they get 
things arranged by their hotel servants. 
Besides it ain't allowed to put any adver- 
tisement on a cab."

different opinion. 


"We ain't allowed to have advertise- 


ments, but we can 'ave a notice ontheoab. 
I mind a man I knew—we called "iia 
Whistler—why? 'Cos he was always whis- 
tling, of course—he could speak French, 
and he put a brass plate on the back of his 
cab, 'Lea coacher'—that means the cab- 
man—'parlee voo francey'—I think that's 
it. Anyway, it meant 'the cabman speaks 
French.' We used to chaff him a bit, but

were away, and another chat) got his oab, 
not knowing about this notice. Well, some 
French people spoke to '1m, and 'e thought 
they were 'nving him, so there was a row, 
and the copper came up.

"I know there arc fellows that speak 


French and German, too—i£ you know

Some went over to 
Paris with tl$e English cabs, and I sup- 
pose picked it up there. I can speak a bit 
myself—I knows 'ioy ong parle' and 'sil- 
verplay, maddemoselle.'

Continuous physical discomfort also has 
the same effect, but even without obvious 
discomfort th" accumulation of abnormal 
substances, such as uric acid, may also 
produce irritabili«y of temper. At any 
rate, in cases of gout 20 grains of bicar- 
bonate of potash with 10 or 20 of bromide 
of potassium, taken when the feeling of 
irritability conies on, frequently soothes it, 
and if taken when some irritating occur- 
rence has taken plaoe or some depressing 
news is beard it appears to take away the 
sting of elthe™. In some cases of cardiac 
3'isease also the bromide may be given with 
salioylate of . Ja with good success."

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Paris, March 1.—The great French 


public is following "Paris," the latest 
production of Emile Zola, as it appears 
day by day in the morning paper. And 
the laboring man reads it as eagerly as 
does the man of letters. It has been 
translated and soon will be in the hands 
of a large portion of the world. The 
idler, the artisan and the financier will 
discuss it with an interest as deep as 
the more critical inspection with which 
it is studied by the politician and the 
poet. This same interest has met each 
of Zola's works as they have appeared 
at short intervals during the past 20 
years, and this interest explains the 
fact that throughout a long struggle 
the critics have not been disarmed by 
the writer, whose energy, unwearied by 
success, pours out as from a well- 
spring delineations of reality—reality in 
the deep, true meaning of the word. 
Zola's imaginative work is an impelling 
force, the active movement of two 
forces combined. This force acts not 
only upon France, but upon the civi- 
lized world at large. It animates the 
electrical influence which is as vital 
and as active in New York and in St. 
Petersburg as it is in Rome or in Ber- 
lin. 
These two forces acting in the 


writings of Zola are democracy and sci- 
ence. Let us see how they animate that 
work from the beginning to the end, 
shaping the diverging 
lines 
traced 


throughout the prodigious variety of 
subjects of which his writings treat, 
and let us note the place to which they 
assign him in the history of contempo- 
rary literature. 


Firft this work is democratic. By 


this term I do not mean that it de- 
velops or sustains the theses familiar to 
the party bearing that name, and right 
here I must observe that Zola, who has 
been unjustly accused of speculating in 
the weakness and the vices of his fel- 
low mortals, has not swerved from a 
direct purpose. In all his work he has 
maintained the courageous liberty of 
his observation, and turn and turn 
about he has displeased all parties. His 
understanding (conception) of democ- 
racy is not translated by electoral plat- 
forms or governmental programmes. He 
looks upon the world and what men call 
democracy from a point of view which 
gives him a peculiar vision of human 
life. Try to define for your own satis- 
faction the meaning of the terms "aris- 
tocracy" and "democracy," and you will 
find that the first means a uniformity 
of habits, manners and customs work- 
ing together in a routine, the result n 
which is a small number of superior in- 
dividuals. 


The term "democracy" means a uni 


formity of combined effort having fo. 
Its aim the greatest good for the great- 
est number, an amelioration of the gen- 
eral condition, tending to the culture 
and refinement of the greatest possible 
number of collected individuals. Tak- 
ing this for a premise, let us say that 
the sum of excellence of an aristocracy 
is the exceptional personage who rep- 
resents it, the supre ne result of thou- 
sands of destinies occupied in sustain- 
ing this rare product. Democracy, then, 
is the designation of a great communi- 
ty where enjoyment and labor are doled 
out in indefinitely disintegrated por- 
tions between many individuals. 


Without the aid of a very keen ob- 


servation we can see that the modern 
world—our modern world of France 
more particularly—is marching, goaded 
by its own impulse, toward a democrat- 
ic form of existence. 


The originality of M. Zola's ^ ork con- 


sists in this—that he was the first to 
perceive and to disclose the element of 
beauty which is enveloped in a collective 
energy. If we study the structure of the 
greater part of nis recitals from "L'As- 
sommoir," which marks his entrance 
as a master, we shall see that the hero 
of Zola's romance is not like the hero 
of other great writers, the hero in 
"Pere Goriot" or "Rouge et Noir," such 
or such an individual, but it is many, 
the great whole, a vast anonymous 
activity upon which each integral part 
depends. In "Germinal" it is a mine 
with all its life. In the "Bete Humaine" 
it is a railroad put with all its acces- 
sories into action. 
In the "Bonheur 


des Dames" it is a great store. In 
"L1 Argent" it is a financial scheme. In 
the "Debacle," that formidable and 
vague monster, it is a modern army. 
In "Lourdes" and in "Rome"—and so 
it is in "Paris"—it is a whole city. 
In these enormous organisms the in- 


plains itself. The creator of "Rougon" 
was the first author to see and ac- 
cept this new condition of society in all 
that constitutes its change from a for- 
mer character—the displacement of the 
organized mass and its substitution by 
personal individual initiative—the event 
of self asserting crowds of people and 
the disappearance—or, to say the least, 
the diminution—of the power of an aris- 
tocratic few. Whether we acclaim or 
deplore this violent and irresistible im- 
pulsion of the democracy—and for my 
part I will avow here that every fiber 
of my being proclaims its allegiance to 
the old conservative forms and usages, 
and I will add that I believe with a 
profound faith in the superiority of oli- 
garchies—whatever our prejudices may 
be, we must admit that the democratic ] 
impulsion is in progress, and that in • 
Zola it has secured a painter, or, to 
speak more justly, a poet, the evoking 
oracle of pistons, the seer of this fear 1 
inspiring flood tide, an interpreter equal i 
in the strength of his genius to the phe- I 
nomenon which he sees before him.

When once this idea Is admitted 


when we recognize the fact that in the 


himself to the task of reducing to a 
minimum that part of his work which 
comprises the individual analysis. The 
characters in his novels, boldly outlined, 
living and full of movement, are never 
chiseled, never shaded, beyond a cer- 
tain point. Each takes his place in the 
immense groveling human mass which 
it is the will of the artist to reproduce— 
a place where each one is well seen, but 
where no one is saliently Conspicuous; 
such a place as is held"by the opposing 
faces in a crowd. The result of this 
method is that M. Zola has set on foot 
innumerable creatures, but he has nev- 
er brought his experimental knowledge 
of a given passion or a given mania to 
bear upon the foreshortening of a sin- 
gle one of the strong types of men that 
he has sketched. 
Take; for example, 


Baron Hulot, Julian Borel or'"Homais. 
Painting his pictures at the integer 
rather than the integrant parts, aiming 
to show his heroes in active participa- 
tion in the universal movement, he has 
perforce established them in living real- 


conducts this mighty artist to the ex- 
tremity of the bold reality which is <=o 
often incriminating in his worir* and 
right here we must take note how far 
this work of Zola, bold, but true—and 
because of its boldness and its truth 
healthful—is animated by this othei 
force of our epoch, faith in science. In 
this our day we are beginning to cir- 
cumscribe the domain of the experi- 
mental method, and we do not expect 
to gain from it what »a Renan or a 
Taine expected 
when Renan wrote 


"L'Avenir de la Science" and when 
Taine wrote that chapter in "Literature 
Anglaise" where we read: 


"Science advances and draws near to 


man, 
and now it is the human soul 


which she attacks." 


We, living in these .modern days, re- 


gard the hope of lesolving the impor- 
tant problems of the moral world by 
analysis as beyond all reason. Such a 
hope animated the writings of Renan 
and of Taine, but were Taine to appear 
among us at this hour he would hesi- 
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effort counts, but. it counts as 


a figure in addition counts, absorbed 
in the ultimate result, and of value 
simply by reason of its relation to the 
sum total. 
Zola's books inspire with 


the magic comprehension of the ag- 
glomeration figures, and we grasp the 
colossal, unmeasured character—I had 
nearly ascribed to it the attribute of 
grandeur—of the total thus obtained. 


If you realize that the displacement 


of the ideal in this art corresponds ex- 
actly with the displacement of general 
vitality which is being accomplished in 
the civilization of the present day, the 
prodigious celebrity of the work ex- 


works of this artist th 
, 
. .»ri> 


is held not by the individual i.'.>mg. but 
by a being so complex as to be amor- 
phous, a collectivity, we can explain to 
our own satisfaction that the artist's 
methods are subordinated ^o this novel 
aim, and we understand for what mo- 
tive the make up of the romance is 
molded in his hands in such a manner 
that it is easy to reproach him. It is 
such a pretty pastime, this demanding 
of an author qualities diametrically op- 
posite to those of which he is possessed. 


Determined to show the masses of 


the people in action, the author of 
"Germinal" has been obliged to apply 


Ity by means of some of the profound 
necessities which render every man 
more or less analogous to every other 
man. 


It is his unremitting practice not tn 


make-a study of character, but to lay 
bare the instinct which animates the 
character. 
Read again in "Germinal" 


the story of the strike, in the "Debacle" 
the account of the battle of Sedan, and 
ask yourself if such effects pould be 
produced in any way other than by a 
resolute sacrifice of all that is psycho- 
logically picturesque. 
We have seen 


often at the .theater the extreme modi- 
fication brought about by the massing 
of spectators. There are there perhaps* 
' 1,500 souls who have, as units, separate 
and distinct turns of mind, with differ- 


j ences, it may be, absolutely antagonis- 
' tic. Suddenly all these differences arp 


I forgotten, the various minds unite in 


', a common emotion, and the many inde- 
pendent beings tremble together as if 
animated by one great spirit. This al- 
most miraculous accord of broad, hu- 
man vibrations .invariably results from 
an appeal to some very simple but very 
essential sentiment, diverted from his 
object neither by curiosity nor by sub- 
tleties. M. Zola does no more or less 
than obey a radical principle, "and to 
dispute with him as to the limit he has 
set for his line of artistic conduct is to 
reproach a painter of frescoes because 
he is not a painter of miniatures.

The principle of forced simplification 


tate—he, the standard bearer of con- 
scientious 
exactitude—before 
giving 


place in his writings to the announce- 
ment that "virtue and vice are prod- 
ucts, like vitriol and like sugar"—a form 
of words, if I must say it, very ill con- 
strued, for in the mind of our regretted 
master they meant nothing more or 
less than this—that virtue and vice are 
psychological conditions, just as vitriol 
and sugar are chemical conditions. But 
if we have discerned that there is in 
the soul, as there is in nature, a nescio 
quid, an unrecognized point of reality 
that cannot be reduced or changed; if 
we go so far, thanks to this nescio quid, 
that we no longer consider religion and 
science as irreconcilable—the first re- 
veals to us what the other cannot reach— 
we have not denied that which was the 
firm, strong, valid part of the credo of 
our 
great 
elders—that 
part which 


stands tho intimate and profound credo 
of the work of Zola—faith in the one- 
ness of the true, the conviction that the 
only element of salvation for man is the 
knowledge and acceptance of the law, 
in pursuance of the real, for in moral 
order, as in physical order, the defini- 
tion is exact, "Laws are the necessary 
relations which result from the nature 
of things." 
All the esthetics of tho 


scholastic philosophy, named in their 
turn realistic, naturalistic, analytical, 
psychological, and that which ought to 
be called the school of observation, hold 
by this formula. 


Follow this school across the cen- 


turies and see it as it grovs, i;lt t uj' 
little, manifesting its existencp in ev- 
ery enduring work of time. It is shown 
in the eloquent but shallow imagina- 
tion of Chateaubriand, this meager 
splinter of anatomy, the dry, sapless 
character Adolphe, which it is very pos- 
. sible the author of "L'ltinsraire" v.'ould 


I not deign to read. Today "L'Irineraire" 
| is only a magnificent literary ruin, 
[ while Adolphe is alive, virile as if he 


j dated from yesterday, simply becausp 
he is true to life, true ivith the precise 
exactitude of the monograph of a physi- 
cian. Following immediately alter the 
epoch when romanticism weaves her 
fairy network over everything, the ro- 
mances of Balzac and of Stendahl, with 
all the portraiture of Sainte-Beuve. ap- 
peared. How these names resound even 
at this hour of the century! They seem 
to belong to our own neighbors. And 
when we read the "Comedie Humaine" 
and "Rouge et Noir" and the "Lundis" 
we are moved by an emotion not ar- 
chaeological or artificial, but actual and 
direct. 


What we find in these works and 


i\ hat we love in them is truth, truth 
with its inimitable accent. It is truth 
that we search for and that we devour 
in such portions of the great lyrical cre- 
ations of a bygone'day. 
The verses of 


Lamartine, of Hugo, of De Musset, of 
De Vigny and of Gautier which have 
preserved their youth are those verses 
in which their authors, putting aside 
their own theories of art, have por- 
trayed with simplicity and strict ac- 
curacy the deep feeling and the sensi- 
tive tenderness, the joy or grief, of the 
generation. The forgotten or ephemeral 
portions of classic works are those in 
which their authors misunderstood the 
spirit of incisive analysis which is the 
veritable essence of a century. We see. 
moreover, how the late comers of the 


I school of romanticism padded science 
with poetry and loaded reality with 
imagination. 


In the hands 'of Baudelaire the elegy 


became a creature wrapped in a mantle 
of analysis and psychology. Behind all 
the poems of Leconte de Lisle is hidden 
vigorously precise technical erudition. 
Tiitrn vOHica jTiiiuuei t, ^vliu, born in a 
hospital, the son of a doctor of medi- 
cine, although he had inhaled science 
through every pore and in spite of his 
ardent passion for synthetic form, cre- 
ated in "Madame de Bovary" the finish- 
ed type of the work of modern art, in 
which are found united, blended, fused 
in an indissoluble amalgamation, truth 
and beauty and all that one of these 
attributes can derive from the other. 


*** 
The romances of M. Emile Zola spring 


from this new birth, which Taine de- 
fined with marvelous 
interpretation 


when he called literature "living psy- 
chology." 


The author of "Rougon-Macquart" 


has considered romance a species of 
hypothetical experiments made upon 
positive data, but the first condition 
upon which his experiments depend is 
this—the admitted principle must be un- 
questionably true and the hypothesis 
logical. When the hour of justice sounds 
for the indefatigable specialist Zola, 
the world will recognize the mighty la- 
bor of preliminary documentation which 
was the basis of each one of his works, 
and we shall see clearly that the con- 
stant intention of the writer has been 
to establish throughout France, as far 
searching and as impartial as he can 
make it, an inquest which is to set 
forth the social problem in its true as- 
pect and to throw a clear light upon its 
real conditions. 


When the hour of justice sounds, no 


one will dispute the right of the author 
to paint truth in its naked reality, and 
this right is the right of every painter 
of sociology and, to speak with more 
simplicity, of every historian. 


If the ardor of conviction, the cour- 


age of his own rule of conduct, the un- 
compromising character and a doctrine 
which cannot trim or relax in subter- 
fuge—if these are the high professional 


equalities of the literary artist, it must 
lip confessed that at the present hour 
M. Zola is one of the figures in which 


1 these sirong- ^ irtues are undeniably evi- 
, dent in all their strength. Every atom 
! of his work IP impregnated with the in- 


I lellpctual loyalty tvhich in itself holds 
| the enprgy and the virility of precept, 
! and this is why, not lung since, he 
protested, arriied by right, against the 


J injustice of the critic? \vho either form 
| a shalio-.v misconception of his work or 
| with perfidious disregard of it accuse 
| him of diffusing immorality by his im- 
mense labor. It may be that in ths 
panorama of our democracy he does 
not see all things with a clear vision, 
and the freedom of Ills coloring is well 
calculated to offend certain sensibili- 
ties, but I defy the unprejudiced read- 
er who traverses the field of ' Rousyon 
Macquart" or the "Trois Villes" from the 
beginning to the end to refuse to salute 
in the creator of these vast monu- 
ments a great and honest man o:" let- 
ters and the most robust ralent of our 
day.

The Erratic Needle. 


One of Russia's innumerable mys- 


teries is the erratic behavior of the 
magnetic needle in many parts of the 
great empire. The compass is freaky 
enough anywhere, but it seems to take 
a particular delight in refusing to point 
north for the subjects of the czar. 
French and Russian scientists have re- 
cently been investigating This subject 
on the vast central plain between Mos- 
cow and Kharkov. 


The greatest aberrations were "found 


in the province of Kursk, the capital 
town of which is some 600 miles almost 
due south of Moscow. In the northern 
part of the province, near Tim, the nee- 
dle deflects 20 degrees; farther south. In 
the province of Staroi Oskol, up to 30 
degrees, while in the southeast of the 
province, about 150 miles south of Tim, 
the deflection is over 96 degrees, the 
needle standing almost perpendicular 
and pointing nearer east and west than 
north and south. 


This reversal of the magnetic forces 


may have some curious effects. A num- 
ber of new railways are building in that 
region, and the engineers are interested 
in finding out whether the durability of 
their lines will sustain the loug accept- 
ed theory that those rails last best 
which are parallel with the magnetic 
meridians. As these run east and west 
over a considerable part of Russia, it 
will be the north and south lines that 
first show signs of wear, whereas such 
lines in other countries are the mora 
easily maintained in repair.

PLASTER CASTS OF SIDEWALK,

new plan for showing in court the actual 
condition of the walk in any cate of ihis 
kind. Photographs have failed as good 
evidence in courts, and the commissioner 
has instituted the plan of making plaster 
cists of the condemned walks. Recently 
a woman fell on Uoldeii street, aud it go1 
to the officials' ears that probably a suit 
would result. Mr. Emigh at once got his 
materials in readiness and made a cast of 
the spot where the woman iell. If a suit 
comes, a positive will be made from the 
negative cast in the city's possession, and 
will figure in court. 


The city authorities would hardly feej 


natural without a suit of some kind on 
hand or tttring them in the face. When 
Mayor Cady returned from Bridgeport 
he other day about the first thing to take 
his attention was a notice which may 
mean another suit against the city. The 
notice cornea from Lawyer Niles, and 
notifies the oity that Prank J. Barber will 
look to the officials for settlement of al- 
leged damages to his State street property 
through overflow from the lower reser- 
voir. It seems that the other night water 
came rushing down the hill and did dam- 
age to the tenement property owned by 
Mr. Barber, and to other property in that 
region.

theyt can show the reservoirs did not over- 
flow that day, and that the damage re- 
sulted from water that annually rnshe8 
down that hill when spring t haws come.

School Committee Visits More Cities 


to Investigate. 


Superintendent cf Schools I. F. Hall and 


four members of the school committee 
took another school visiting trip yester- 
day. 
They were Chairman James D. 


Hunter, W. H. Pritchard. O. A. Archer 
and George ttopkins, and they wera ac- 
companied by Architect Edwin Barlow, 
who was with the committee on its pre- 
vious trip. The cities they visited were 
Northampton, Holyoke and Springfield. 
The Northampton high school lias al~ 
ready been described in those columns. 
Holyoke and Springfield are now building 
schools which are far too large and elab- 
orate for the needs of this city. 


Since it became generally believed that 


the city government would not favor the 
expenditure of so much as the school 
committee thought necessary, the latter 
have been considering the matter further, 
to see if the espouse could be cut down. 
It was largely on this account that they 
visited Northampton, where the new 
building cost less than $60,000. 


The committee were satisfied after the 


1napection of it, however, that it would 
by no means be suitable for this city. The 
number of pupils expected in the high 
school here next year would nearly fill it, 
and to allow for proper growth a much 
larger building must be planned. The 
new schools in Holyoke and Springfield 
offered few suggestions as they are so 
much too large. 


In regard to the matter of expense, the 


committee haa figured out the amount of 
expense for each pupil accommodated. 
In paying $150,000 for high school accom- 
modations the committee says that North 
Adams would be paying less for each pupil 
than is the case in almost any city visited,

Taxation of College Property. 


Editor THE TEANSOBIPT:—I see by THE 


TaANSCBij'T that a hearing is to be given 
on tbe 17th inat. before a house legis- 
lative committee on the much mooted 
question of exempting college property 
from taxation. Owing to the deep in- 
terest taken in this subject among all 
classes of people, I again venture to state 
iu as condensed form as I may, some 
arguments against such exemption. 


The college should be taxed because It 


is a corporate, secular, and money-making 
institution, coming in for its full share of 
town, state, and national protection, and 
thus, according to the manifest spirit and 
intent of our laws justly and righteously 
amenable to a fair aosessmeut for tbe [ 
maiutaiuence and enforcement of said 
laws. As a college, it now does nothing 
of the kind. It does not assist a pauper, 
help make a single road, build a bridge, 
or submit to a tax to erect a school house. 
It is theoretically absolved from all these 
details oi expense to which all other en- 
terprises are subject. 


The college is not a free school, though 


supported to a large extent by the people 
of the town and state. This fact alone isj 
in the opinion of many, strongly against 
its claims of exemption. Such exemp- 
tion is. and in the nature of the case 
must be, an injustice to those whose 
financial circumstances prevent them 
from obtaining the training it offers, and 
equally so to the tens of thousands who 
are satisfied with what our free schools 
dispense. 


The obligations of individuals, firms> 


corporations or colleges to tows, state or 
national government cannot in justice be 
modified by the amount or kind of good 
they may do. No amount of good per- 
formed can absolve any firm or individual 
from some other act of plain duty and jus- 
tice. Hence the fact that the college is a 
factor for good, educationally and mor- 
ally, has nothing 
whatever to do 


with its obligations to that sys- 
tem 
of 
taxing 
all 
for 
the 


common weal. 
And yet the very op" 


posite view was taken recently by a cor- 
respondent of the Springfield Bepublicant 
who, as a "friend of the college" urgid 
the amount of good it does in a towi t 
socially and intellectually, by bringing 
wealthy people into it, 
creating an 


atmosphere of culture and refinement by 
their presence and making taxes lowerl > 
These assumptions or side issues do not, 
it seems to me, affect the question, as I have 
already attempted to show. As a matter 
of fact, however, taxes increase with the 
advent of these people of wealth who are 
generally quite willing to advocate a lav- 
ish expenditure on the part ot the town, 
but who, with some exceptions, do an 
immense amount of fault finding with the 
assessors on account of their own taxes. 


The good a college may do should be as 


completeiy eliminated from the question 
of its assessment, as it already is from a 
mill, factory or shop. First and foremost 
Jef the state do justice. Leave gifts to the
